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NS-ATLANTIC PULLMANS 

Four-day service between Europe and 
the United States is stated as a possibility 
or even a probability in a story published in 
the New York Herald-Tribune;..A group of 
transportation experts, marine engineers 
and financiers have under consideration the 
construction of destroyer-type ocean liners 
which can make the crossing reguilarty in 
four days. The exponents of faster ocean 
travel propose to sacrifice everything e 
cept safety to speed. The ships designed on 
the general lines of American naval destroy- 
ers will have no swimming pools, grand 
salons, nor other familiar adjuncts of the 
luxurious type of ocean transports that now 
carry Americans back and forth across the 
Atlantic. The public rooms will be no 
larger than absolutely necessary and the 
staterooms, if they are to be called such, 
will be constructed after the fashion of 
Pullman car quarters. 

An interesting difference of opinion arises 
concerning the demand for faster travel. 
Gen. Dalton, president of the United States 
Fleet Corporation, is quoted as a firm be 
liever in the present method of ocean 
travel, which is fast enough for the average 
traveler and at the same time provides a 
splendid means of rest and recreation while 
en route. Air crossings of the Atlantic are 
obviously far distant, however, so far as 
general passenger service is concerned, and 
there are many who value their time at 6 
high figure. The proposed swift greyhounds 
of the sea would accommodate 400 passen- 
gers. To maintain daily service, as pro 
jected, 800 reservations—400 bound in each 
direction—would be necessary.
